PRESSURE is growing for 
Albion House to be brought 
back into use as the offices of 
the forthcoming Ramsgate 
Town Council. 

It is feared that without use of the 
building the new authority could start 
life without a permanent home. 

Elections are just weeks away and 
some of the town’s political figures are 
calling for Albion House to be 
returned to its former use. 

The building is owned and main¬ 
tained by Thanet District Council, 
while the Ramsgate Charter Trustees

are in charge of day-to-day running. 

Gerry O’Donnell, a key player in the 
fight to restore the town council, 
wants Albion House to become the 
seat of Ramsgate’s democracy once 
more - the last time the town had its 
own authority was in 1973. 

He said: “The district council is not 
obliged to provide the town council 
with any buildings. 

“But come June it could be difficult 
for it to say that a building owned by 
the people of Thanet - and previously 
owned by the people of Ramsgate 


under the old town council - cannot be 
used for that purpose again. 

“I can’t see the district council refus¬ 
ing the town council the use of this 
building in the short to medium term, 
unless it wishes to be spiteful to the 
people of Ramsgate.” 

Mr O’Donnell also plans to stand as 
a parliamentary candidate in Thanet 
South at the next general election, as 
does Tim Garbutt (Independent Green). 

Mr Garbutt wants Albion House 
made more widely available for public 
use and for political debate. 

He said: “The whole point of Albion 
House is that it is for the people

Police warning after 
railway line tragedy 

A TEENAGER has died after falling 
on a live rail at Westgate-on-Sea. 

Ben Lavender, a 17-year-old pupil of 
Chatham House Grammar School, 
was electrocuted on the railway line at 
about 11.40pm on Friday last week. 

Floral tributes have been placed at 
the station by his family and friends. 

Despite efforts to revive him, Ben 
died at the QEQM Hospital shortly 
after arriving by ambulance. 

A British Transport Police spokes¬ 
man issued a reminder for people not 
to cross railway tracks, calling the 
incident at Westgate a “tragic acci¬ 
dent”. 

Death 'not suspicious' 

THE death of a man in Margate last 
week is not being treated as suspi¬ 
cious by police. 

Officers found the body of Geoffrey 
Cowell, 72, at his home in Wharfedale 
Road at 11am on Wednesday. 

The initial findings of a post¬ 
mortem examination on Thursday 
indicated the cause of death was not 
suspicious. 

A 56-year-old man arrested after 
Mr Cowell’s death has been released 
from custody. 

Pensioner's fatal fall 

AN ELDERLY man has died after 
falling from a cliff in Ramsgate. 

The 73-year-old, who is from the 
town, fell from the cliff by the 
Paragon, Westcliff, on Saturday, 
April 11. 

Emergency services were called to 
the scene just before 11pm. 

The death has been referred to the 
coroner’s office but is not being treat¬ 
ed as suspicious. 

A post-mortem examination was 
due to be carried out on Friday.

Councillor considers legal action 
after underhand tactics alleged

THE latest incident in the isle’s 
heated blogosphere has sparked 
threats of legal action. 

Tory district councillor Simon Moores is fum¬ 
ing over allegations made about him on what 
he says is a Labour supporter’s blog. 

The Thanet Star site posted a piece about 
Cllr Moores last week, accusing him of having 
ties to so-called ‘black hat’ practices - an 
underhand way of boosting a website’s ranking 
on search-engines like Google and Yahoo! 

Author Matt B’ wrote that “we can exclusively 
reveal” that Dr Moores “may be connected” to a 
range of black hat practices. 

The piece detailed why Matt B thought Cllr 
Moores was involved and how the councillor 
benefited. 

Cllr Moores, who represents Westgate-on- 
Sea and runs his own Thanet Life weblog, is 
incensed that he has been associated with 
black hat activities by the rival blogger and 
says he is being smeared by a Labour activist 
intent on ruining his reputation. 

He denies any wrong-doing and said at one 
stage that he was thinking about starting legal 


proceedings but now wants the story to die a 
death on its own. 

He contacted Yourthanet to tell of his finy. “It 
would be sensible if he would remove what he 
has said about me, but I am treating it with the 
contempt it deserves,” he said. 

“People who know me know what I’m about 
and they know I don’t do this kind of thing, so 
hopefully this will die down, but I am very 
angry about this. 

“The sad thing is that I just don’t understand 
why it’s being done, why people are trying to 
portray me as some kind of fraud.” 

Reputation 

The councillor, an expert on e-crime and a 
consultant to Interpol and the FBI on such 
matters, has posted his own views on the issue. 

He wrote: ‘You have to wonder why anyone 
might do such a thing other than looking to 
improve his own search engine ranking by 
using my name and other key links which will 
help improve his own rating. 

“What possible motive could there be behind 
such consistent efforts to trash the profession¬ 
al reputation of a local councillor whose politics 
you don’t like?” 

Yourthanet tried to contact Matt B but 
received no response to its questions.

because it is paid for by them. It’s 
very difficult to get your hands on 
the keys, in my experience. 

“I am concerned that the charter 
trustees very rarely have any kind 
of public meetings, which is ridicu¬ 
lous. It should be used as a place for 
regular public meetings and things 
need to be more open and demo¬ 
cratic.” 

However, Steve Ward, a charter 
trustee and district councillor, said: 
“Thanet council is not keen for 
Albion House to be used for politi¬ 
cal events. I asked if I could hold 
my surgeries there as it’s in my 
ward and was refused, even though 
I offered to pay.” 

On the possibility of the town 
council using the venue, he said: 
“Thanet council is obliged to pro¬ 
vide the charter trustees with a 
place to meet, but once the new 
town council has been formed, that 
obligation ceases. 

“If it does provide access to Albion 
House, it will likely be charged at a 
standard office accommodation rate.” 

On the possibility of negotiations 
between the district council and 
the new town council taking place, 
a Thanet council spokeswoman 
said: “I don’t imagine these discus¬ 
sions will take place until after 
elections and they decide where 
they want to meet.”

He said: “That was one of the ideas 
they tried to pursue and it was real¬ 
ly embarrassing. It was so dated and 
so wrong for Margate.” 


The Thanet Pride event is held in 
Margate each summer and has 
become a big success, drawing thou¬ 
sands of spectators to the seafront to 
celebrate the occasion. 

An estimated 5,000 people attend¬ 
ed the event in 2007 and last year’s 
event also drew big crowds.

Postgate will worth 
reputed £818,000 

BAGPUSS creator Oliver Postgate is 
reported to have left more than £818,000 
in his will. 

Mr Postgate died aged 83 in December 
in Broadstairs, after a career which saw 
his creations become some of Britain’s 
best-loved. 

Along with collaborator and artist Peter 
Firmin, the duo went on to create the 
likes of Ivor the Engine, Noggin the Nogg 
and The Clangers. But it was Bagpuss 
which remained the nation’s favourite - 
being voted the best children’s TV show 
of all time in a recent BBC online poll. 

At the weekend, national newspapers 
reported Mr Postgate left £818,451 in his 
will. The money was left to be shared by 
his three sons and his partner Naomi 
Linnell. His wife Prudence died in 1982. 

Many of the pair’s shows were made at 
studios in Blean, near Canterbury. 

Painting security 
costs £140 a month 

THANET council pays £140 a month to 
keep one of its most valuable assets in 
storage, a spokesman for the authority 
has revealed. 

This equates to £1,680 a year, or £35 
per week. 

The painting, A View Of Margate From 
The Pier 1868, is by James Webb and 
hung for many years in Margate Library 
but is now with an unnamed fine-arts 
storage company. 

The work is said to be worth some 
£100,000, but its location is kept secret 
for security reasons. 

The impressively large piece of art 
could return to public view soon, possibly 
at the Winter Gardens.

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Family mourns 
'gut-wrenching' 
loss of Brandon

THE family of a boy who died 
over the Easter break have said 
their home will “never be the 
same again”. 

Nine-year-old Brandon Wells died on 
Saturday, April 11, at the junction of St 
Peter’s Road and Broadley Road, Margate. 

The St Joseph’s Primary School pupil was 
in a collision involving two cars and died at 
the scene. He leaves behind mum and dad, 
Shirene and Michael Wells, and little sister 
Madison and younger brother Reiss. 

Now his close relatives have told of their 
heartbreak at their loss. 

His uncle Richard Wells said: “It is com¬ 
pletely gut-wrenching. He was in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. 

“And there is no ill-feeling towards the 
drivers of the cars. 

“We would particularly like to pay tribute 
to the paramedics, who we know did all they 
could for Brandon. That must be the emer¬ 
gency services’ worst-nightmare call.” 

Balloons 

Auntie Rachelle Wells added: “His house 
will never be the same again. His brother and 
sister are so quiet and good - he was the bois¬ 
terous one, running up and down the stairs, 
playing rough and tumble. 

“It is now unbelievably quiet. It has 
changed our world forever. You never expect 
this to happen to your family.” 

The youngster is pictured on the left of the 
photo above with his sister Maddisson, two, 
and brother Reiss, who is seven today. 

Maddisson cannot understand why her 
mum and dad cannot call Brandon on the 
phone and ask him to come home. 

The family have visited the scene of the 
incident and released nine balloons attached

with messages; they also lay flowers, cuddly 
toys and sweets. 

The funeral will be held on Thursday 23 
from 11.30am. 

A specially-enlarged coffin will carry items 
his family and friends want to send him off 
with, including his PSP game and a sealed 
envelope with a letter from his girlfriend. 

His mother will gel his hair as Brandon was 
always very particular about how it looked. 

The service will be conducted by Father 
David Caine at Our Lady Star of the Sea 
Roman Catholic Church in Broadstairs. 

Beforehand there will be a procession from 
the family home in Livingstone Road, St 
Peter’s. 

A white horse-drawn carriage will continue 
to St Joseph’s Primary School, where friends 
and teachers will pay their last respects, 
before it moves on to the church. A choir from 
the school is due to sing at the service. 

Afterwards, the procession will travel along 
St Peter’s Road, pausing at the scene of the 
collision. It will then carry on to Margate 
cemetery, where Brandon will be laid to rest. 

Kent Police’s serious collision investigation 
unit is appealing for witnesses and anyone 
with information to come forward. You can 
phone officers on 01622 798538. 


Increased signage to ward off HGV 
drivers' illegal parking at Undercliff 


LORRIES are still being parked on 
Ramsgate’s Western Undercliff, despite 
the practice being illegal. 

The drivers of the HGVs are repeatedly 
breaking the law by parking on the 
approach road to the Port of Ramsgate, 
and complaints are still being made to 
Thanet council, which operates the port. 

People say the collection of lorries has 
been creating a bad impression of the 
town as it is one of the first things people 
see as they come off the ferries. 

The council says that complaints are 
falling, but the practice has been going on 
for years and shows no signs of stopping 
as drivers often park for the night to sleep. 

Shirley Tomlinson, Thanet council’s Cab¬ 
inet member for environmental services, 
said: ‘While we know this has been a par¬ 
ticular problem area. The number of HGV 
movements here has reduced over the last 
year as a result of the recession and we have 


received fewer complaints from residents.” 

Cllr Tomlinson added that increased 
signage telling drivers that parking on the 
undercliff is illegal will be looked at. 

She said: “It is illegal for lorries to park 
on the Western Undercliff in Ramsgate 
and those who do so risk enforcement 
action against them. We are looking into 
providing additional signage on the under¬ 
cliff to reinforce this message and will be 
working more closely with the police.” 

The council says it has signed up to new 
technology that will enable it to share 
data with other European countries to 
identify persistent rule-breakers. 

She said: ‘We are part of a new network 
working to improve European policy to 
allow the sharing of road traffic and trav¬ 
el data between different countries. This 
would essentially mean that foreign driv¬ 
ers issued with penalty notices can be 
traced to ensure that they pay their fines.” 



Driver rues costly session 

SHOPFITTER Michael McHugh paid a high 
price when he trashed his firm’s Transit 
while over the limit - he got the sack. 

McHugh, 61, of Surrey Road, Cliftonville, 
appeared in front of Margate magistrates. 

Mary Jacobson, prosecuting, said McHugh 
crashed the Transit into a parked car in 
Margate Road, Ramsgate, while he was 
three times over the drink-drive limit. 

McHugh had been drinking with a friend 
and watching football in the Bedford Arms, 
Ramsgate. He had planned to stay at the 
friend’s house, but they had an argument. 

After the crash he told police that he had 
drunk seven or eight pints and couldn’t 
remember the crash. Paul Shingleton, 
defending, said McHugh was standing next 
to the van when police arrived. 

McHugh was ordered to do 100 hours com¬ 
munity work and banned from driving for 
two years. He was ordered to pay £60 costs.

RESIDENTS of a sheltered housing scheme 
have raised more than £100 for the QEQM 
Hospital’s Rainbow Ward. 

They spent Easter raising the money by 
guessing the number of chocolate eggs in a 
huge jar.

Last year, the residents 
of Mentmore House in Ramsgate raised 
money for Great Ormond Street Hospital. 

Orbit South Sheltered Housing Scheme’s 
Anna Barrowcliffe went along to the hospital 
with resident Brenda Setterfield to present 
the £111.85. 

£15m prevention package 

MP Dr Steve Ladyman has welcomed a £15 
million funding pledge by Labour’s Home 
Secretary aimed at keeping people safer in 
their homes. 

Jacqui Smith announced a package of sup¬ 
port which includes free burglary prevention 
advice and a crackdown on repeat burglars. 

It followed a burglary summit hosted by 
the Home Secretary in February. 

Dr Ladyman said: “Being burgled is every 
homeowner’s worst nightmare. I know con¬ 
stituents who have been victims of this crime 
- it leaves people feeling vulnerable, violated 
and unsafe in their own homes.”

Compensation campaign 

stacks up against French 



END THE MISERY: County chiefs will lobby Government to put an end to effects of French strikes and Operation Stack

COUNTY chiefs will lobby 
Government ministers to put pres¬ 
sure on their French counterparts 
to end the misery caused by French 
strikes in the Channel ports. 

They want the Government to seek compen¬ 
sation from the French authorities for busi¬ 
nesses and individuals hit by the recent block¬ 
ade of Calais, Boulogne and Dunkirk by the 
country’s fishermen. 

Following Operation Stack being imposed on 
the M20 for two days last week and the traffic 
jams this caused on alternative routes, KCC 
launched the Enough is Enough campaign. 

The authority will seek legal advice to estab¬ 
lish whether the French State has broken 
European Union rules regarding the free 
movement of people and goods. 

Its officers say they want to claim compensa¬ 
tion from the French Government for the mil¬ 
lions of pounds that strike action in the French 
ports costs Kent’s economy. 

KCC leader Paul Carter said: “When you 
consider the misery caused to tens of thou¬ 
sands of Kent people affected by the strikes 
and the impact on their businesses and travel 
plans, it is time to say enough is enough and 
show that we cannot, and will not, put up with 
these situations any longer. 

‘We are seeking urgent legal advice to estab¬ 
lish whether France has broken the law by 
allowing the strikes to stop the free movement 
of people and goods. 

“If this is the case we will press the 


Government to take this up with the French 
authorities and press for compensation.” 

The council feels the protests fuel the dam¬ 
aging perception that Kent is frequently 
closed for business, resulting in the potential 
loss of millions of pounds in future investment. 


P&O Ferries agreed that action was long 
overdue. 

A spokeswoman said: “This backs up what 
we have been trying to do throughout this cur¬ 
rent situation - applying pressure to the 
French right up to the highest level. 


“These disputes seem to be happening more 
and more frequently. In this case the French 
Government has offered the fishermen com¬ 
pensation. 

“That has to send out the wrong message as 
it will only encourage them to take similar 
action in the future. 

“On Friday another fleet of fishing boats set 
off for the French ports but were met by a 
flotilla of coastguard ships. 

“This made them turn back - so it shows 
that where the will exists they can be stopped 
from bringing disruption to cross-Channel 
traffic.” 

A spokesman for LD Lines added: “As the 
newest operator from Dover we are greatly con¬ 
cerned about how services are being affected. 

“We’d support any action being called for and 
we are very frustrated that we can’t provide 
advertised services.”

Kent has growing responsibility for smuggled children through ports 


A SENIOR County Hall official has spoken of 
the “parental responsibility” he feels towards 
the growing number of vulnerable children 
being smuggled through Kent ports. 

Bill Anderson, director of children’s social 
services at Kent County Council, said one 
reason for the increasing influx of young peo¬ 
ple into the county was because of tightened 
security measures at airports. 

New figures obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act found KCC took 474 chil¬ 
dren into its care between April and 


December last year. 

But during that period 86 of the young peo¬ 
ple went missing, making them vulnerable to 
sexual and economic exploitation. 

Nationally, the figures show there has been 
a 90 per cent increase compared to the 
amount of trafficked children arriving over 
the last three years. 

KCC has to handle the highest amount of 
young people coming into the UK. 

Mr Anderson said the largest proportion of 
‘unaccompanied minors’ came from 


Afghanistan, with a high numbers also from 
Eritrea, Iran and Iraq. 

He said: “We are very mindful of the 
threats to these young people in terms of eco¬ 
nomic and sexual exploitation. 

“They come from situations of considerable 
political instability where the security of the 
state has broken down, the state is incredibly 
corrupt and they are enormously distrustful 
of authority. 

“This is compounded by their fear of being 
deported. 


“It is not surprising that a lot of the young 
people, who can be quite resilient, trust the 
networks they have established. 

“The evidence we have is that the vast 
majority disappear almost certainly for these 
reasons, not that they are being exploited 
sexually or economically, but because they 
are suspicious of the state.” 

But he added: “We have a parental respon¬ 
sibility to these young people and we do 
everything we can to protect them, keep 
them safe and give them effective support.”

Whatever it means to you, the chances are 
it will be embodied within a very British 
dish.Yet a hugely popular restaurant in 
Thanet is turning the tables on our precon¬ 
ceptions, by delivering a taste of the East 
with very Kentish ingredients.

the Michelin Guide, Mrs Garbutt is crossing 
her fingers for a Michelin star, which would 
make her the only such Thai chef and 
restaurant in the world. 

Observer Food critic Jay Rayner described 
Surin as “simply the best Thai meal I have 
ever eaten”. 

All of which is very much in keeping with 
KOS Media’s 2009 campaign to encourage 
our readers to demand locally sourced and 
produced food and drink.

We have searched out local sup¬ 
pliers for nearly every ingredient used.” 

And while she admits the recipes have 
been passed down through her generations 
to ensure an authentic experience, she 
remains thoroughly committed to every 
dish’s ingredients originating in Kent. 

Her efforts have been acknowledged too. 
She has won a Kent County Council 
Environment Award and a Green Tourism 
recommendation, as well as several Kent 
Business awards, and is recommended by 
The Good Food Guide and Time Out. 

Even the Thai Embassy in London recom¬ 
mends Surin as one of the best Thai restau¬ 
rants in Europe.

STUDENTS at the Marlowe 
Academy in Ramsgate will receive 
free eye checks as part of a deal 
with opticians Specsavers. 

The school’s 547 children are eligible for the 
tests at the Margate branch. 

Graham Moore, manager at Specsavers in 
Margate, believes the initiative could well be 
the first of its kind in Thanet. 

He said: “Each pupil will be offered basic 
screening to check field vision and test for 
colour defects. 

“The screening will be carried out by three 
Specsavers staff. 

“If we detect any problems, students will be 
given an information pack and given contact 
details so that their parents or carers can book 
an appointment for a full eyesight test. 

“Children aged under 16 are entitled to free 
glasses.” 

The deal is free to the Marlowe and was 
negotiated by Amanda Mulvihill, who is 
administration and community manager at 
the academy. 

She said: “Letters are being sent out to par¬ 
ents and carers to tell them about the scheme. 
Each test will take about six minutes. 

“Specsavers will conduct a school assembly 
to talk to our pupils about what happens dur¬ 
ing an eye test and how important it is. The 
eye tests will then be held throughout the day.” 


Students from the academy’s years seven, 
eight, nine and ten will be covered by the 
scheme. School staff are hoping to negotiate a 
similar deal for hearing tests for their stu¬ 


dents. Principal Ian Johnson said: “The health 
and wellbeing of our students - ensuring that 
they are fit and able to learn - is an important 
aspect of the academy’s role.”

Let's rejuvenate our disruptive 
side and say oui to the unions 


NIGEL Farage, the Kent-based 
leader of the UK Independence 
Party, was drafted in to speak on 
BBC Radio Kent last week on the 
issue of the striking French fisher¬ 
men. 

Most of the conversation went along exactly 
the sort of lines you would expect. 

But of interest was Mr Farage’s claim that 
British workers could do a lot worse than take 
a leaf out of the books of their French cousins 
and kick up some good old-fashioned industri¬ 
al action. 

He claimed, however, that us Brits would 
never do such things as strike or stand up for 
our rights as “it wasn’t very British”. 

Clearly we’re all far too busy selecting our 
next bowler hat while sipping Earl Grey and 
discussing the cricket season than to dirty our 
hands displaying some industrial backbone. 


Or, of course, it could simply be that not all 
that long ago a certain Prime Minister decid¬ 
ed to crush trade unions to within an inch of 
their disruptive lives. 

Mr Farage is not that much of an old-timer, 
admittedly, but surely he has some recollec¬ 
tion of the 70s when the British workforce 
stood up for what they believed in and, fuelled 
by considerable union clout, they demonstrat¬ 
ed that striking was a sport Britain could 
genuinely claim they were something of a 
specialist at. 

So by the time Mrs Thatcher rolled along at 
the end of that decade, few could really argue 
that things were good for our efficiency as a 
country. Of course, the Iron Lady went too far 
- demolishing the power of the worker by 
clamping down and diluting unions to the 
point today when so few actually carry any 
clout at all. 

The miners’ strike was hardly a shining 
example of decorum, Mr Farage. 

If you’re a public sector worker, the chances 


are there is a still a weight in numbers. If not, 
then union membership brings little other 
than half-price training seminars, monthly 
magazines and little workplace clout. 

It has nothing to do with raising a fuss, not 
being ‘British’ or other such old guff, and 
everything to do with the British government 
of yesteryear beating it out of everyone. 

Now, of course, we’ve gone full circle. Now we 
tut and roll our eyes when the French stand 
up for themselves. We tap into a latent xeno¬ 
phobia to condemn them. 

I’m not for one moment suggesting their 
stance on fishing quotas was correct, or the 
disruption caused on this side of the Channel 
was justified. But at least they can take a 
stance on what they believe in. And surely 
that’s very British, isn’t it?

Merger by stealth 
could save us cash 

The merging of the human 
resources departments of Thanet, 
Shepway, Canterbury and Dover 
councils looks suspiciously like 
the beginning of the end for local 
democracy.

Forgotten peril of 
shipping pollution 

Before contemplating further 
expansion of the ports of Dover 
and Ramsgate, it is time we 
considered the serious air 
pollution problems caused by 
shipping. 

As recently as February, 
scientific research suggested that 
shipping emitted half as much 
pollution in the form of 
particulates as all the world’s 
cars put together. 

However, this has proved to be 
a massive underestimate. New 
evidence suggests that 15 of the 
world’s biggest ships emit as 
much air pollution as all the 
world’s cars. 

The US is creating a 230-mile 
low-emission shipping zone 
around its coast to combat air 
pollution and it is time Europe 
did the same. 

Both our own Government’s 
Maritime and Coastguard 
Agency and the Air Pollution and 
Climate Secretariat in Sweden 
have expressed concern about 
the need for international action. 

Rapid improvements in 
technology will make shipping 
more efficient, reduce air 
pollution and protect jobs that 


are now dependent on the 
diminishing global stocks of oil. 

If employment is to be 
protected and justifiably 
expanded in ports like Dover and 
Ramsgate, marine pollution 
cannot be neglected. 

However, my support for 
domestic tourism means I believe 
the leisure potential of our 
coastal towns should be 
enhanced by public and private 
investment in better facilities. 

It is not acceptable to plan for 
the number of heavy goods 
vehicles going through Kent’s 
ports to rise, as if this was all 
these ports could offer. 

Bear in mind that about 24,000 
people die from air pollution in 
the UK each year. 

I will be taking further action 
on these matters.

CONGRATULATIONS must go to 
Channel 4 for their new documentary 
series The Hospital - which proves 
that sometimes the best drama is 
right under our noses. 

The first two episodes were 
especially brilliant, as we looked at the 
ways a typical NHS casualty deals 
with the horrors of the weekend. 

Binge-drinking hordes crashed 
through the swinging doors in a 
seemingly never-ending stream of 
stupidity. 

Stumbling around in their droves, 
shouting, vomiting and swearing then- 
way into the staffs bad books, it was 
difficult not to feel sorry for those who 
have to deal with the fall out of a 
typical weekend as Britain blows 
off steam.

Viggo to feel the fear

PLAYING Aragorn in The Lord Of 
The Rings trilogy may have made 
Viggo Mortensen a household 
name, but he’s still uneasy with 
fame. 

Even now, more than five years on, the 49- 
year-old with the chiselled cheekbones seems 
a little shellshocked by the experience. 

“The only person who was really world 
famous when we started making the trilogy 
was Liv Tyler,” he says. 

“But that all changed when the first movie 
came out - it changed things a great deal. 

“I’m glad to have been a part of that, prima¬ 
rily because of the friendships I made and I got 
to spend a lot of time in New Zealand, which is 
a beautiful country,” he says. 

“I’ll always have a place in my heart for that 
experience, but on a practical level it also gave 
me the chance to play roles like Haider.” 

Viggo’s talking about John Haider, the soft¬ 
ly-spoken lecturer he depicts in his latest film, 
Good. Set in 1930s Germany, the movie is dif¬ 
ferent from the typical Nazi-themed fare. 

“Hundreds of movies have been made since 
the war relating to Germans at the time,” 
Viggo explains. 

“Even the ones out this year - The Reader, 
The Boy In The Striped Pyjamas, Defiance - 
don’t really deal with the early ’30s, the begin¬ 
ning of it, before people really knew where it 
would go, before people came to have associa¬ 
tions with the swastika. In the early ’30s it 
was just the flag of the country. Most movies 
are made with the benefit of hindsight. This 
story’s just about regular people.” 

The film’s last scene is particularly powerful. 
It ends abruptly and unexpectedly, leaving

viewers to digest what they’ve just seen. “The 
best stories are the ones that when the screen 
goes black at the end, you ask yourself Well, 
now what?’,” Viggo says. 

“It’s more of an implosion than an explosion 
at the end. It has this nagging quality that 
makes you revisit and reconsider the film.” 

Defying popular movie convention, the 
entire cast speak with English accents. 

“I think it makes total sense. Sometimes it’s 
just disconcerting when it’s a mixture, like in 
Valkyrie,” Viggo says. 


“The problem is that no matter how good the 
dialogue and how well the story’s told, some 
people are listening to how you’re speaking, 
not what you’re speaking about.” 

Good marks a departure from the action 
films Viggo’s been associated with recently, 
particularly A History Of Violence and 
Eastern Promises. 

“I do think about challenging myself,” he 
says, when asked how he chooses roles. 

“Say it’s a good story and it’s a character I 
could feasibly play, then the question is, is 
there something scary about it? 

“Is there a risk that I might not be able to 
pull it off? If that’s there, that’s the final incen¬ 
tive because I think a little fear is healthy. It 
forces you to push yourself.”

Equity erosion and high 
deposits take their toll 

HOME purchase lending has increased 
and remortgaging declined, according to 
the most recent figures available to the 
Council of Mortgage Lenders. 

There was a four per cent increase in 
house purchase loans in February, 
although activity remained weak at a 
third of the average number of loans 
witnessed for the month over the last 
few years. 

There was also a 20 per cent decrease 
in remortgaging for the month. 

A spokesman said: “We expect demand 
for remortgaging to remain muted as 
lenders’ standard variable rates are 
attractive compared with new mortgage 
pricing, and house price falls continue to 
erode equity levels.” 

Although first-time-buyer loans were 
significantly lower than previous aver¬ 
ages for the month, there was a seven 
per cent increase from January, with 
deposits typically standing at 25 per cent 
- a new record for residential mortgages. 

The CML said the tight lending criter¬ 
ia for first-time-buyers meant such 
deposits “remain out of reach for all but 
the most affluent buyers, for example 
people returning to home ownership 
after a period of renting, divorcees or 
those who get financial assistance from 
their family”. 

Social housing overhaul 
planned by Tory Party 

PLANS to overhaul the social housing 
structure have been announced by the 
Conservative Party. 

The Tories say they want to address 
antisocial behaviour and encourage 
social responsibility, as well as ‘bring 
back pride’ to neighbourhoods. 

The proposals include: 

• Rewards for good behaviour: offering 
tenants with a record of five years’ good 
tenant behaviour a ten per cent equity 
share in their social rented property, 
which can be cashed in when they want 
to move up the housing ladder. 

• A ‘right to move’ for good tenants who 
wish to move to other social sector prop¬ 
erties. 

• Local housing trusts: allowing villages 
and towns to create new community-led 
bodies with planning powers to develop 
local homes for local people, provided 
there is strong community backing. 

• More family homes and stopping 
garden-grabbing: reversing the classifi¬ 
cation of gardens as brownfield land, 
and allowing councils to prevent over¬ 
development. 



Rent-free 'kidults' rely 
on family and friends

MORE young people than ever 
before are living rent-free with 
family and friends in a bid to save 
money to get on the property lad¬ 
der, according to new research 

Getting a helping hand from parents, rela¬ 
tives or mates is increasingly being seen as the 
only way for many to fund the bigger deposit 
needed to get mortgages in the wake of the 
credit crunch. 

This is particularly the case in the South 
East and London, where house prices are 
higher than the rest of the UK. 

The new study by Abbey Mortgages found 
about 1.6 million people aged 18 to 34 are 
now living rent-free with family and friends. 

The number is up from 500,000 this time 
last year, with the south of England wit¬ 
nessing the largest increase in the number 
of what are being termed ‘kidults’. 

Abbey says the money-saving trend is not 
particular to one specific group, and some 
300,000 35- to 54-year-olds have also found 
themselves in the same position. 

Combined, it is estimated the total num¬ 
ber of kidults in the UK are saving some 
£839 million, according to the mortgage 
provider. 

With the average first-time-buyer now 
aged 29, Abbey says it has timed this 
research to coincide with the launch of a new 
range of mortgages specifically for them. 

Nici Audhlam-Gardiner, Abbey’s mortgage 
director, said: “In the current climate many 
people have little choice but to return home 
or turn to their friends or family for some-

where to live at no cost. While an adult living 
at home until they are in their 30s is more 
associated with our Continental cousins, Abbey 
Mortgages research shows that this is a trend 
that is on the increase here in the UK as well.” 

In areas where house prices are traditional¬ 
ly the most expensive, there were higher num¬ 
bers of kidults, with more than 270,000 adults 


in London alone living rent-free. 

Those living in the south of the country are 
twice as likely to live with others rent-free 
compared with those living in the North East 
and North West, the study found. 

Ms Audhlam-Gardiner said: “At Abbey we 
are committed to helping first-time buyers and 
last week launched a new mortgage designed 
especially with them in mind. 

“The 85 per cent LTV four-year fix is market¬ 
leading and also has £250 cashback, free 
valuation and free legals.”

DODGE hit the UK market in 
2006 hoping for the same macho 
impact that made it Chrysler 
Group’s most successful brand on 
American home turf 

Despite a trademark ‘crossed hairs gunsight’ 
grille, butch styling and razor-sharp pricing 
though, plans have gone awry.

Admittedly, the interior still looks off the 
pace compared with rivals such as the VW 
Touran and sector-leading Vauxhall Zafira, 
but there are signs that Chrysler has been lis¬ 
tening to British buyers.

stability control, hill start assist, tyre pressure 
monitoring and front, side and curtain airbags.

New orders provide 
respite for debtors 



WORRYING TIMES: But new debt relief orders offer an alternative to bankruptcy 


HUNDREDS of people in Kent could turn to new debt 
relief orders (DROs) in their first year, if present 
trends continue. 


The most recent official person¬ 
al insolvency data for the county 
show 487 took the step in the last 
three months of 2008 - a rise of a 
third compared with the same 
quarter in 2007. 

Now business services giant 
KPMG is predicting personal 
insolvencies will hit record levels 
as DROs allow consumers with 
debts of less than £15,000, and 
minimal assets or surplus income, 
to write them off without going for 
a full-blown bankruptcy. 

They came into action early this 
month. Mark Sands, director of 
personal insolvency, said: “In our 
view, DROs, together with the 
expected increase in unemploy¬ 
ment, are likely to lead to record 
levels of personal insolvency - 
more than 150,000 - in 2009. 

“While consumers will fight to 
keep their jobs and their family 
homes, for those who lose both 
there is often little reason for 
someone with debts not to declare 
themselves bankrupt. 

“Now they have the alternative 
of a DRO. We expect bankruptcies 
and DROs to form an increasing 
proportion of personal insolven¬ 
cies as individual voluntary 
arrangements (IVAs) - where the 
consumer usually commits to a 
five-year payment plan - become 
increasingly unattractive to those 
who have lost their job or home.” 

KPMG data show the average 
debt owed by someone entering 
an IVA in the last quarter of 2008 
was £47,800 and that in the same

period more than 500 people 
entered into an IVA with debts of 
more than £100,000. 

Mr Sands said: “Bankruptcy is 
typically used by those with lower 
debts and minimal assets, but 
many who previously would have 
gone bankrupt will instead seek a 
DRO. Also, many people previous¬ 
ly excluded from the personal 
insolvency system will seek a 
DRO, swelling numbers of person¬ 
al insolvencies to record levels.” 

Two advantages of DROs over 
bankruptcy are: 

• Use of intermediaries (such as 
Citizens Advice) to make the 
application rather than present¬ 
ing papers to a court. 

• A cost of £90, which is less than 
one-fifth of the cost of making 
yourself bankrupt. 

Mr Sands said: “Many people in 
debt suffer stress and anxiety. 

“Resolving debt problems with¬ 
out the need to go to court and at 
a lower cost will be a great relief 
and will make personal insolven¬ 
cy accessible to many previously 
unable to access bankruptcy due 
to the cost and were put off by the 
complexity and stigma.” 

Concerns have been raised that 
DROs will be abused, but Mr 
Sands said: “If a debtor lies about 
their circumstances the DRO may 
be revoked and the debts pursued 
once more, if it becomes clear they 
did not meet all the criteria.”

Rumours on forums have linked 
Ramsgate boss Jim Ward with a return 
to Maidstone United, but Lawson con¬ 
firmed Ward will be in charge of the Rams 
next season.
